Northern 
Indiana 
M. E. Conferenc e 
Fac es Important Problem. 
Greenfield, Ind., March 29. — Proba­ 
bly the most im portant subject* to 
come before the sixty-sixth session of 
the North Indiana M. E. conference, 
which convenes in this city W ednes­ 
day, is the question of redistricting the 
conference. 
The conference is now 
divided into six districts—Richmond, 
W abash, Fort Wayne, Muncie, Logans- 
port and Goshen—with a superinten­ 
dent at the head of each. 
There has 
been some talk since the last confer­ 
ence that the six districts would be 
made smaller and a seventh district 
established. 
The plan, however, is to 
cut out one 
of the districts already es­ 
tablished 
and 
divide 
its 
territory 
among the other five, mak ing them 
larger. 
In fact, a resolution requesting the 
reduction of the number of districts 
was presented and read at the recent 
meeting of the m inisters of the Rich­ 
mond district, held at Newcastle. The 
vote on this resolution was a tie and 
it was tabled. There is a strong senti­ 
ment in favor of reducing the districts 
to five, however, and there is but little 
doubt that it will be accomplished at 
this session. 
This is a m atter in 
which the bishop has full and absolute 
authority, and at their general m eet­ 
ing last fall the bishops all favored the 
lowering of the num ber of districts. 
Those iu favor of redistricting ad­ 
vance the argum ent that it will cut 
down the general expense to the ex­ 
tent of the salary of one superinten­ 
dent and his expenses, which is about 
$2,500 a year. 
On the other hand those opposed to 
the change argue that the increased la­ 
bor and responsibility which will fall 
upon the five rem aining superintend­ 
ents will necessitate an increase in 
their salaries, so that the expenses will 
not be m aterially lowered by thè pro­ 
posed redistricting.
